REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 5/09/2008 has been entered. Claims 1-30 are pending in 
this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses a method for improving the bandwidth efficiency of a continuous 
phase modulation signal comprises of plural symbols over a communication channel 
comprising: modulating a carrier frequency with the coded input data stream as a 
constant envelope continuous phase modulation waveform; and converting the constant 
envelope continuous phase modulation waveform into a non-constant envelope 
continuous phase modulation waveform thereby improving the bandwidth of the signal, 
wherein the step of converting includes interpolation of a path between constellation 
points along a chord connecting successive constellation points. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
